Statesman turned historian last 
night and former Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge established himself as be- 
ing as diligent and sincere and bril- 
lant a student of political history as 
he is of present political conditions. 
He introduced John Marshall, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States a century ago, as the 
possessor of the greatest construc- 
tive judicial ‘mind all history pre- 
sents. 

The introduction was made at the 
semiannual dinner of the Los Ange- 
les County Bar Association at the Los 


Angeles Athletic Club. Mr. Bev- 


eridge was the immediate guest of 
honor, sharing the.distinction with 
the members of the Supreme Court 


of California, who were present in a 


body. 

As fascinating and convincing as 
Mr. Beveridge is as a political orator 
and debater, he proved even more 
interesting when he had the life of 


Justice Marshall as his theme, and 


his remarks carried the weight of 
absolute historical accuracy and au- 
thenticity, since Mr. Beveridge is the 
biographer of Justice Marshall. 

He referred to the great jurist as 
being the least known of the in- 
tellectual giants having an important 


part in the construction of the na- 


tion, and while reciting new and im- 
pressive facts about the life of the 
justice, he regaled his audience with 
intimate sketches of the human ele- 
ment of the man. 

Most surprising of the statements 

of the biegrapher was that telling 
how Chief Justice Marshall had 
been an indifferent law student, and 
had attended law classes but six 
weeks in hie life. Justice Marshall, 
he said, was the most powerful 
champion of the nationalistic idea, 
and he portrayed the growth of this 
conviction by Marshall's experiences 
as a boy in the Revolutionary War, 
and his experiences ‘as a legislator in 
the chaotic conditions following the 
war. 
With whimsical detail, Mr. Bev- 
eridge told of Marshall attending law 
lectures, and writing love sonnets 
amid his notes. And in contrast, 
told of his tremendous debates as a 
champion of the nation, when, in 
several instances, only his unequaled 
mental superiority saved the country 
from disastrous blunders. 

Mr. Beveridge was introduced by 
Sheldon Borden, president of the 
Bar Association. Many prominent 
attorneys of the city and county at- 
tended.

The copper of 
Arizona ought to be made into wire here, 
instead of being sent to New Jersey and 
returned here to be used for electrizing 
our railroads. 

There is abundance of capita! here that, 
with the protection of a Republican tariff, 
will embark in manufacturing industries, 
but without it will remain in its strong 
boxes.

Instead of boldly repealing a provision 
that evidently was working disastrously 
against the efficiency of our banking sys- 
tem, the Democrats merely modified it with 
a so-called relieving amendment, still per- 
mitting directorates to interlock under cer- 
tain restrictions, approved of by a Federal 
Reserve Board. 

The amendment being too mistily drawn 
up, this board has no idea, how to act 
fairly under its provisions. Bankers, 
though relieved of the drastic prohibition 
of the original bill, believe that Congress 
was not warranted in imposing any restric- 
tions, and Congress has attempted to make 
out no Case to prove that it was. The Demo- 
crate, finding themselves up a tree, simply 
climbed half way down. Of course the pro- 
vision should have been left to stand, or 
should have been repealed altogether. 

“Unfair methods of competition”—de- 
liciously vague expression—is the clause on 
which the Federal board must allow or re- 
fuse interlocking directorates. And it is 
really quite trrelevant for such application.

The key to the after-war 
problem is the prevention of unemployment, 
and that key the government holds in its 


If the government of Great Britain should 
establish and conduct hundreds or thou- 
sands of great industrial plants for the man- 
ufacture of articles now made in establish- 
ments Owned and operated by private cap- 
ital its purpose would be not to make a 
profit, but to furnish employment for mil- 
lions of men and women at wages which 
private capitalists could not or at least 
would not pay. The profit ordinarily ob- 
tained by the capitalists and middlemen 
would go into the pockets of the worktien, 
whose scale of living would be adjusted 
accordingly. It would be Socialism without 
Socialistic control. The government would 
necessarily be compelled to adjust the prices 
of the commodities it manufactured to both 
domestic and foreign markets, and it would 
not @xpect to make a profit from its manu- 
factures; it could afford to sell its goods 
for less than the consumer now pays, and 
pay ite workmen more than they receive 
under the present system. 

The plan suggested by the Birmingham 
tradet-union congress is open to the objec- 
tion that it would drive private capital out 
of both manufacturing and commercial! pur: 
suits without offering it any other avenues 
of investment except ownership of real es 
tate and holding of government bonds bear 
ing a low rate of interest, ,and as a conse 
quence vast sums of capita: would leave 
the country. Then from what source would 
Great Britain collect the taxes necessary 
to sustain her government and pay the in- 
terest on her vast public debt? 

The problem of unemployment in Ene- 
land may be met partly by assisted emigra- 
tion to the British colonies where jobs are 
seeking men, but at last the British work- 
man must take his share in the economic 
results of the war, and that share wil! be 
low wages or—as an alternative—unemploy- 
ment. 

The United States cannot be an indiffer- 
ent observer of the readjustment abroad of 
the relations of capital and labor. If the 
government of Great Britain shall embark 
extensively in the manufacture of commodt 


its workers, countries where pri- 
vate capital is engaged in manufacturing 
and in distributing the product of its looms 
and forges can only meet the situation by 
enacting tariff! laws that will equalize nat 
only the difference between American and 
foreign wages, but aleo the difference be- 
tween a reasonable profit to the private 
manufacturer and no profit at all to a gov- 
ermment which made manufacturing its 
business.

They do not pretend that they favor 
protection and why did they empower Pres 
ident Wilson to appoint a commission of 
experts and maintain it at great expense to 
the government when the services the com- 
mission will render will be useless except 
for the purpose of framing a protective tar 
iff law to supersede the present non-revenue- 
producing tariff for revenue only. 

If the Democratic Tariff Commission ap- 
pointed by Mr. Wilson should astonish the 
country by reporting findings to justify the 
enactment of protective tariff legislation, 
will the present Congress next winter sub- 
stitute a protective tariff law for the Under 
wood law? Not by any manner of means. 
If Wilson should be re-elected he will re- 
turn to the anti-protection doctrines he has 
taught ever since he was a man grown. If 
he should be defeated he will not kiss the 
hand that smote him, but will be as stout 
a free-trader as ever. 

The Democrats in providing for a tariff 
commission were “playing politics,” but the 
play has not been successful. Nobody is 
fooled by it.

ACCUSE DANIELS OF DECEIT. 


Charged with issuing Willful Mise 
statements. 

{Washington dispatch to Phila- 
delphia Press:] The Republican 
National Committee, through its 
chairman, William Willcox, re- 
cently made an attack on Secretary 
Daniels, charging him with willful 
misrépresentation. 

It says that efforts of Mr. Daniels 
to “circulate fictitious reports con- 
cerning marksmanship by naval gun- 
ners” will not succeed. 

“The time when the American 
people could be fooled has passed. 
Nowhere have the prigciples of the 
doctrine of deceit been cherished so 
warmly as in the Navy Department, 
and truth regarding target. practice 
scores and the efficiency of the fleet 
in general is no longer expected.”

HERE are in the world persons 
who in good faith do not un- 


derstand that the allies place 
the claims of the people of Alsace 
Lorraine among the most important 
questions of the peace settlement. 
Has not Germany declared wnant- 
mously that the question of Alsace- 
Lorraine does not exist? 

To justify this assertion the Ger 
mans have three arguments that 
they consider unanswerable. First, 
that the people of Alsace-Lorraine 
are for the main part people of Ger- 
man nationality; 

Second, that the complaints of 
the French people in regard to Al 
sace-Lorraine are merely the expres- 
sion of a childish desire of revenge; 

Third, that anyway, Germans are 
the strongest and will never give up 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

One must admit that these argu- 
ments have impressed certain minds 
and that before the war the question 
of Alsace-Lorraine was considered 
as settled, since France did not wish 
to declare war to recover her prov- 
inces, but based all her hopes on 
establishing international justice. 

Let us not forget that in 1871 the 
deputies of Alsace-Lorraine attested 
before the French National Assem- 
bly as follows: “We declare as in- 
admissable a treaty that deals with 
us without our consent. The ques 
tion of our rights remains ever open. 
Your brothers of Alsace, of Lor 
raine, although at this time sepa- 
rated from their family, will give 
to France, though apart from her, a 
filial affection till the day they will 
take a place at her side.” 

It is not possible to consider as a 
vulgar desire for revenge the stead- 
fastness of a nation to a sister who 
has given voice to such a protest. 

But the Germans say: Is not Al- 
sace-Lorraine historically 
the German Empire’? 

And is it not proved by the na 
ture of things that it is irrevocably 
connected with Germany? 

Historians have studied this ques- 
tion with more and more earnest- 
ness. 

They have, if we may say it, 
gy the following points to 
light: 

First—Until 1648, that is to say 
until the greater portion of the Al- 
satian territory was made part of 
France, the name Alsace stood only 
for a geographical impression and 
not for a political unity. 

Alsace. was merely an agglomera- 
tion of cities, strangers one to the 
other. 

Second—The bonds attaching the 
Alsatian cities to the Roman Em- 
pire were of the loosest. Not only 
the tmperial government had fn it- 
self no national character, but the 
majority of the Alsatian cities had 
only a nominal relation to the em- 


pire. 

The republic of Strasburg was en- 
tirely independent. 

Third—The principal feature of 
the Alsatian character is love of 
liberty and Alsace has always re- 
membered her former union with 
Gaul. 

Fourth—Alsace had only acquired 
a personality and developed her ge- 
nius to its full extent after she had 
been united to France and on ac- 
count of this union. Her love for 
the ideas represented by the French 
Revolution and Frenth institutions 
has been the cause of welding her 
soul to that of France. 

Fifth—As for Lorraine, her essen- 
tially French character has never 
been seriously contested. 

The historical argument present- 
ed by the Germans is therefore il- 
lusory. 

Their only serious argument is— 
strength: This spoil belongs to me. 


This belongs to me because I am a. 


lion. 

In 1815 Prussia, as a reward for 
her part in the battle of Waterloo, 
imperiously demanded Alsace and 
Lorraine. 

Burope, at that time considering 
her stability, her existence, refused 
them. 

Then Prussia swore to recapture 
Alsace-Lorraine—thus to show that 
she would impose her desires on 
Europe. 

To possess Alsace-Lorraine is, for 
the Germans, not merely a threat 
directed against France; it is their 
declaration of supremacy in Europe, 
in the world. 

Possessed by the Germans, Al 
sace-Lorraine, in the face of the 
world, is foree crushing justice. 

What then? Is the question of 
Alsace-Lorraine merely a local, in- 
significant question or does it offer 
a human, a universal interest?

Commissioners yesterday. This was 
simply another leaf in the chapter 
regarding water rights in the San 
Fernando Valley. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland re- 
ported that the group of wells in 
question is located adjacent to the 
Sepulveda siding, near Burbank, and 
that they were included in the per- 
manent injunction secured by the 
city in the famous Buffington case. 
The city simply allows the valley 
people to pump these waters, by 
suffrance, but can prevent such use 
of water at any time it needs the 
supply. 

The wells were sold to the city 
of Glendale after the injunction was 
made permanent, but the neighbor- 
ing city is going ahead with the lay- 
ing of a sixteen-inch main from 
the wells to the municipality. The 
subject was referred to Special 
Counsel Mathews for imvestigation 
and recommendation. 

Joseph H. Daly, who resides at 
No. 61456 Mesa avenue, appeared 
before the commission ‘to protest 
against what he alleges was unfair 
treatment by the city in placing 
poles and running heavy voltage 
wires across his property without 
obtaining a right of way. He told 
the commission about his several 
attempts to drive off the city’s 
workmen, and nis wife's efforts un- 
til she became hysterical, and the 
men finally placing the poles and 
wires. He demanded their removal 
or that the city take steps to con- 
demn the property. 

The action of the power bureau 
employees was sharply criticised by 
Commissioner Snyder, who declared 
that if the facts were as represent- 
ed a grave injustice had been done 
and the poles and wires should be 
removed, The complaint is to be of- 
ficially investigated at once.
